Summary of Changes
• Person-centered modifications to the Home and Community Based Settings 

Rule will no longer require a Behavioral Support Policy (BSP) or RCRC review 

• BSPs must reflect person-centered planning and trauma-informed supports 

• Institutes a pre-review process within Office of Rights & Advocacy (ORA) for 
BSPs and BSP Exemption requests

• Recognizes the only two crisis support plans approved by DDS, Nonviolent 
Crisis Prevention and Intervention (CPI) and the MANDT System (MANDT).

• Establishes guidelines for requesting one-time temporary approval of 
Individualized Staffing for behavioral reasons

• Clarifies the provider responsible for uploading the BSP and supporting 
documents into the MRDDA Consumer Information System (MCIS)
